The ‘tender 


Without any doubt whatsoever, Rudi Gut- 
endorf is the most professional, businesslike 
personality to appear on the Australian soccer 


scene in many a year. 


Not only is this statement 
true when one realises the 
man’s back-ground, but also 
when we consider the salary 
which he is reputed to receiv- 
e, the freedom of action (welll, 
almost) he has and the finan- 
cial means at his disposal in 
Australian soccer's attempt to 
scale the World Cup heights 
again in 1982. 

Therefore, it is only natural 
that the stern and piain-speak- 
ing Rudi receives his fair share 
of publicity and media ex- 
posure. 

This is something that can only 
benefit soccer in general, as the 
column inches devoted to Gut- 
endorf are to the benefit of the 
round-bail code as a whole. 

However, let me issue a warn- 
ing! 

Watch out Rudi, you may be 
falling into a “tender trap’”. 

While the overwhelming major- 
ity of soccer journos seem to be 
keeping things pretty much in 
their proper perspective, there Is 


the odd voice here and there, 
seemingly intent on defying our 
national coach. 

Let us recall the old trulsm: 
‘The higher the pedestal on which 
you put a person, the harder the 
fall when it occurs.” 

This is not to say that Rudi is 
heading for the big drop, not by a 
long shot. 

He has so far proven himself re- 
freshingly outspoken and encour- 
agingly open-minded, ready to 
pick the brains of all who may 
have some good advice or valu- 
able information for him. 

Our coach did not attempt to 
assume the mantie of the Delphic 
Oracle, who was reputed to have 
been infallible, while at the sama 
time he is always ready to voice 
his forthright opinions, even if on 
occasion they are uncomfortable 
for some people. 

And more power to him, | say! 

Allowing for this, however, 
the last thing Rudi needs is a 
coterie of “admirers” around 
him, always ready to tell him 
exactly what they think he 
might want to hear.

100 percent egresment with 
the national coach's every 
whim and faricy. 

The fact that his players adored 
the friendly Jimmy was elevated 
as the national supremo’s major 
virtue, 

In the meantime we were ‘get- 
ting done” by the likes of Kuwait. 

It caused little surprise when 
these unconditional admirers 
were the first to turn on the un- 
fortunate Shoulder as the 1978 
Socceroos finally ran out of chan- 
cas, excuses and opportunities, as 
they inevitably had to.

He is currently 
in the Victorian squad as a full back but plays 
sweeper for Croatia. To show his versatility, he 
played midfield for Slavia last season. 

STEVE KOKOSKA — represented Australia and 
Victoria after graduating through Sunshine City’s 
juniors.

A midfielder, he is fighting for a place in the team 
after being a regular in the 1978 championship- 
winning side 

TOMMY CUMMING — represented Victoria in 
1978 and is in Len McKendry’s 1979 squad. His 
dazzling wing play earned him the attention of 
national coach Rudi Gutendorf but visa problems 
could stand in his way. Transferred to Croatia for 
$6,000 in 1978 after spending two seasons with 
Sunshine Played with Johnstone Borough in Scot- 
land 

KEN MURPHY — played with Forfar Athletic and 
Dundee Ut. in Scotland before joining Croatia in 
1976. He is a2 natural striker with a powerful shot, 
and a tremendous work rate. 

CARL GILDER — the fourth member of the 
Croatia team in the State squad. He was fiving in 
the shadow of Eddie Krncevic for most of last 
season but showed his class in the State League 
Cup series. He transferred from Slavia for about 
$3.000 midway through 1978. A target man, he 
has scored many goals this season. 

BRANKO CULINA — is the ido} of the Croatian 
fans. He played with Croatia as a junior but left for 
St. Albans when Croatia was expelled. He gained 
considerable experience at St. Albans, and returned 
to help Essendon Croatia fight its way back into the 
State League. He also had a spell with Juventus.

Two of the most feared players in the Vic- 
torian State League will miss the match of the 
year between Preston Makedonia and Essen- 


don Croatia. 


Croatia's dynamic leader Alan 
Kerr, feared because of his ferocious 
tackling, has been sidelined by a re- 
curring knee injury 

Kerr is facing an operation on a 
knee cartilage and at least four 
months out of soccer. 

George McMillan, the Makedonia 
striker nick-named “macho man” 
because of his tireless and powerful 
running, also has a knee injury and 
has virtually no chance of recovering 
in time for the big match. 

McMitlan, who often shrugs off 





injuries which sideline lesser men, 
has carried the troublesome injury 
for the past month but now it has 
got the better of him. 

The absence of Kerr and McMil- 
lan, who are former Victorian State 
team mates will change the com- 
plexion of the crucial match. 

Both coaches — Tony Vrzina of 
Makedonia and Brian Edgley of 
Croatia - must work to overcome 
the less of the key players.

Essendon Croatia coach 
Brian Edgley has complained 
that the club ignored his calls 
for more players to strength- 
en his playing staff. 


Edgley said never before had he coached a 
team with such a smal! squad. 

‘ve been working with only 12 first team 
players,” said Brian, “and even then players 
have been carrying injuries. Every week we've 
had headaches wondering if we'll have 11 fit 
players. 

" Croatia has been operating with the bare 
minimum of top-line players. !f we get hit by 
injury, the team will be in all sorts of trouble. 

“If Essendon hopes to retain the State 
League championship, we must have the depth 
to ride injurjes but the club has constantly re- 
fused to buy players.” 

“Soccer Action” followed up the matter with 
Croatia manager Frank Burin. 

“The Croatia committee decided early this 
season that our young players should be given 
a chance,” said Burin. ‘At present our reserves 
are on top of their league with the oldest player 
being 23 years. We have some good young 
players in the club. 

“Also, Croatia doesn't have the resources to 
buy when clubs demand $10,000 for good 
players.” 

Edgley said using young and untried players 
in a team trying to stay at the top was im- 
practical, 

“If the club decides to put young players 
into the first team and Croatia doesn't win any 
honors,” said Brian,” the blame falls on me. 

**Last sonson, Croatia had 18 first team 
players. There was competition for places

“Now we are down to 12 first team players. 

Edgley said the clubs trying to wrest the 
championship from Croatia — Frankston City, 
Preston Makedonia, Hakoah St Kilda, Prahran 
Slavia, and Croydon City — had all added 
players to their squads this season. 

Croatia fost six players from the 1978 
team,” said Brian, “but has bought only two — 
Steve Short from Slavia and Keith Adams from 
Ringwood City.”

Howard Andrews has missed many games 
this season because of business commitments. 

The Essendon Croatia team of 1979 
presents Edgley with his best chance of coach- 
ing a championship-winning team since he led 
Mooroolbark Utd. to the Victorian First Divi- 
sion title in 1974. 

Edgley coached Ringwood City, Moorool- 
bark (twice}, South Melbourne Hellas, Doveton 
and Frankston City before joining Essendon 
Croatia. 

Because it’s only his first season with 
Croatia. he hasn't been affected by the fierce 
rivalary between Croatia and "reston Make- 
donia, but he concedes the game has a big 
bearing on the championship race 

“Croatia and Preston can't afford to 
drop points,’’ he said, ‘‘and so the game 
will be hard fought.
